is dominated by American capitalists. Indeed they are talking like the 
Yugoslav revisionists of a Western imperialism and an eastern imperialism. 
But they keep silent about imperialist domination in Jordan and Saudi Arabia 
and direct the fire of their hatred against the heroic, nascent Iraqi 
republic and hatch plots to (undermine?) it, although it represents the 
greatest victory achieved by the Arab liberation movement in the Middle East 

Arab unity, in the opinion of these adventurers, is not unity. It will 
never succeed and it has no future. The Syrian people have known us 
Syrian communists for over 30 years. It is not easy to make them believe 
tnat.we are the enemies of the Arab national liberation movement and 
enemies of Arab unity. It is not easy to make them believe that communism 
and Zionism, are (the same?).
